Looking Into The 
defense Industry 


Defense has grown into the biggest industry 
in the United States and in the world, accoid- 
ing to a survey just completed by U.S. News and 
Worl d Report. Many individuals have a feeling 
of disquietude concerning this fact, mainly on 
the theory that defense effort is synonymous 
with war effort. 
On the contrary, the best guaranty against 
a cataclysmic World War III, in this age of 
Communist aggression, is a “position of power.” 
The Communists frankly are not influenced by 
moral standards and nothing will impress them 
except the strategy of instant and crushing 
retaliation. 
This does not obscure the ultimate propo­ 
sition that it would be vastly beneficial to the 
whole world if arms manufacture could be large­ 
ly or wholly abandoned, under the assumption 
that peace-loving people were actually in power 
everywhere. 
A side issue is speculation as to what would 
happen to our national economy if immediate 
and well-guaranteed peace were suddenly de­ 
clared. Some economists declare such an even­ 
tuality would bring on the w'orst panic in the 
nation’s history. But the possibility of this hap­ 
pening is remote, A gradual tapering-off process 
may eventuate. 
In the meantime it is interesting to see 
where defense industry money goes. California, 
for the year ended June 30. 1959. received S6 8 
billion. .New York was second with S2.8 billion, 
Texas third with S2.2 billion. Massachusetts 
fourth with $1.4 billion and Ohio fifth with $1.3 
billion. 
the moment there is much perturbation 
in Washington over military spending brought 
about by political pressure. It is important that 
the nation’s biggest industry, largely influenced 
by politics, be vigilantly scrutinized by the ouo- 
lic as well as by lawmakers.

W.ASHINGTON - ThLs column 
recently made an error in re­ 
porting on President Eisenhow- 
er's trip to South America, which 
I want to correct.

The Other Side' Of The Civil Rights Battle 


The world is full of prophets, tipsters, pundits and 
soothsayers. They all know what is to happen 
In 
general terms, it is possible to have some idea ot what 
may happen 
For instance, we know that unless we 
are destroyed by an H-bomb or a rocket, next Novem- 
8. an election will take place for a President of 
W e I nited States and that there will he two major 
candidates and that one will be elected. .Nobody has 
been nominated yet but there are already prophets 
who arc ready to say who will be elected. 
Bernard M. Baruch, who has done well for him­ 
self by being correct at the right time, said way back 
in 1955: 


“ No one, not even the most experienced 
trader, economist or business man can predict 
with certainty the course of the stock market. 
Whether stocks rise or fall is determined by in­ 
numerable forces and elements, by economic con­ 
ditions, the actions of governments, the state of 
international affairs, the emotions ot people—even 
the vagaries of the weather.’’ 


The prophets are really gamblers 
They fail to 
take into account the imponderables which are so im­ 
portant politically. For instance. Castro is a nuisance 
beyond his metes in 19hO because it is an election 
year. There is no telling what such a man will do, 
particularly if he gets hold of a Mig. 
No present 
calculations about the November election can exclude 
Castro. 
Baruch was talking about the .stock market, the 
ups and downs of which rarely prove anything. But 
the same Ls true of anv isolated factors which in 
themselves may be startling but not conclusive. Sput­ 
nik scared a great many Americans livid. Some of 
them even began to study Russian, perhaps to he able 
to say, "Good morning’” to their conquerors. Actually, 
we have done as well as the Russians have in this 
particular race. It is not very important whether we 
or they are ahead. 
Sooner or later, every country 
will manufacture bombs, missiles, rockets and other 
means of devastation and then halt to realize that 
thus far. all these weapons exist and have not been 
used. Talk is still the principal weapon of diplomacy 
and war. 
The signs of the times are hard to discern 
When 
President Eisenhower says that Eatin .American-rnitcri 
States relations are at their peak, does he mean that 
they are about to deteriorate'’ These figures of speech 
rarely apply to international relation.«. Certainly our 
relations with Latin America cannot be so good, if the 
President has to rub tear gas out of his eyes during 
a triumphal procession of friendship. 
Or to put it another way. let us quote again from 
Baruch's 1955 statement; 
“ This distinction between the thermometer and 
the fever is a crucial one 
We face one kind of prob­ 
lem it the thermometer is not working properly. But 
outward symptoms should not be mistaken for funda­ 
mental causes. The thermometer should not be blamed 
for reflecting all the uncertainties of a world which is 
neither at war nor at peace, or of the effects of the 
actions taken by different business managements or 
of the inflationary policies which have been pursued 
for so long " 


The times are uncertain and the results of 
policies are uncertain. Our government ought to 
speak honestly to our people and tell them where 
we have made the three or four mistakes that 
have got us into trouble. For we are in trouble 
^Dnd Latin .America is too important for us to pass 
with the flip of a press agent's fingers. We are 
going through a classical inflationary period which 
has been moving faster year by year since about 
1948 and is now accelerated to a high speed. 


One characteristic of the second stage of an infla­ 
tion. that is. the stage when the capitalist begins to 
look for cover, is that there is a shift of investments 
in stocks to W ild speculation in real estate. This al­ 
ways happens because when speculators regard them-' 
selves as too spread out. they try to co\er by what 
they believe is a safer although less spectacular 
investment. The third phase is when the very wise 
man deserts the stock market and the real estate 
speculation to make himself, as he call.« it, liquid. 
That IS. he holds on to cash in the hope of picking 
up things at cheap prices when they fall

F'rcquently they are the balance 
of power in mayor's races and 
local races of all kinds The Ne­ 
groes in Georgia do vote in very 
substantial 
numbers. 
In some 
counties in Georgia we have a 
greater percentage of Negroes 
registered than we have of the 
white population. In three coun­ 
ties in Georgia we have more Ne­ 
groes registered and voting than 
there are white people. . . . 
"All citizens who are qualified 
have been encouraged to vote. We 
can’t help it if 
some 
citizens 
don't exercise that right. Aly col­ 
league. .Senator Russell, inserted 
in the Congressional Record this 
past week a .statement by the 
leader of the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People in Cleveland were 
registered and of that 25 or 26 
ored People in Cleveland. Ohio, 
which stated that only 25 per cent

Civil Rights Commission, 
there were 22 Georgia counties 
where less than five per cent nf 
the Negro population believed to 
be eligible was registered.

"F'irst, any citizen who thinks 
that he is being illegally depriv­ 
ed of the vote can go into the 
federal court, he can get an in­ 
junction, he can recover dam­ 
ages against the registrar, 
"Second, there is a criminal 
law'. He Hhe registrar? can be 
indicted, he can be convicted and 
sentenced to the Federal Peni­ 
tentiary and fined. And. thirdly, 


there is the Civil Rights .Act of 
1957 that authorizes this group 
to have the Attorney General of 
the United States of .America file 
a suit in the name of the United 
States of .America as their tax- 
paid private lawyer to enforce 
their rights. Now, if those reme­ 
dies aren't .sufficient, (here are 
no laws on the face of the earth 
that will be," 
Then why did 
the 
Attorney 
General write a letter this week 
urging the House of Representa­ 
tives to restore the second of 
the "civil rights" bill that was 
voted down by the Senate a few 
days ago’’ The answer is that 
politics is back of it all. 
The moment Senator Lauschc 
of Ohio, a courageous Democrat, 
proposed that the principle of

DEATH SENTENCE-The re­ 
peated delays in the execution 
of Caryl Chessman, ot California, 
have focused the attention of 
the nation on the matter of capi­ 
tal punishment. 
The fact is 
that, while most states retam 
laws calling for the supreme pen­ 
alty. it has been inflicted with 
less and less frequency in recent 
years. 
The District of Columbia is 
now the last jurisdiction in the 
entire country calling for a man­ 
datory death sentence upon con­ 
viction of first deree murder. 
There are proposals before Con­ 
gress to change this. 
It is argued that Washington 
juries, faced with the certainty 
of levying the death penalty, are 
reluctant tn convict persons of 
first degree murder, regardless 
of their guilt. 
The move in Congress is not 
designed to outlaw the death 
penalty completely, but would 
give Washington judges the right 
to impose a life sentence rather 


than the death penalty. 
Washington laws are made by 
the Congress, rather than by any 
local 
authority. 
Most 
states 
now grant judges and juries flexi­ 
bility in the levying of punish­ 
ment for capital crimes. 
Congressional advocates of the 
change argue that, if Washing­ 
ton had local elections and made 
its own local statutes, this change 
would have been brought about 
years ago.

Looking Into The 
defense Industry 


Defense has grown into the biggest industry 
in the United States and in the world, accord­ 
ing to a survey just com pleted by U.S. N e w s and 
World Report. Many individuals have a feeling 
of disquietude concerning this fact, mainly on 
the theory that defense effort is synonymous 
with war effort. 


On the contrary, the best guaranty against 
a cataclysmic World War IU, in this age of 
Communist aggression, is a “position of power.'’ 
The Communists frankly are not influenced by 
moral standards and nothing will impress them 
except the strategy of instant and crushing 
retaliation. 


This does not obscure the ultimate propo­ 
sition that it would be vastly beneficial to the 
whole world if arms m anufacture could be large­ 
ly or wholly abandoned, under the assumption 
that peace-loving people were actually in power 
everywhere. 


A side issue is speculation as to what would 
happen to our national econom y if immediate 
and well-guaranteed peace were suddenly d e­ 
clared. Some economists declare such an ev en ­ 
tuality would bring on the worst panic in the 
nation's history. But the possibility of this hap­ 
pening is remote. A gradual tapering-off process 
may eventuate. 


In the meantime it is interesting to see 
where defense industry m oney goes. California, 
for the year ended June 30, i 959. received SH 8 
billion. New Y’ork was second with $2 8 billion, 
Texas 
third 
with 
$2 2 
billion. 
Massachusetts 
fourth with $ 1 4 billion and Ohio fifth with $1,3 
billion. 


At the moment there is much perturbation 
in Washington over military spending brought 
about by political pressure. It is important that 
the nation's biggest industry, largely influenced 
by polities, be vigilantly scrutinized by the oun- 
lic as well as by lawmakers.

The world is full of prophets, tippers, pundits and 
soothsayers. 
They all know- what is to happen 
In 
general terms, it us possible to have some idea ot what 
m ay happen 
For instance, we know that unless we 
are destroyed by an H-bomb or a rocket, next Novem- 
• 


jr 8. an election will take place for a President of 
e United State- and that there will be *wo m ajor 
candidates and that one will be elected. 
Nobody has 
been nominated yet but there are already prophets 
who arc ready to say who will be elected. 
Bernard M. Baruch, who has done well for him ­ 
self by being correct at the right time. said way back 
in 1955: 


“ No 
one, 
not 
even 
the 
mint 
experienced 
trader, economist or business man can predict 
with certainty the course of the slock market. 
Whether stocks rise or fall is determined bv in­ 
numerable forces and elem ents, bv economic con­ 
ditions, the artinns of governments, the state of 
international affairs, the emotions of people—ex en 
the vagaries of the weather ” 


The prophets are really gamblers 
They fail to 
take into account the imponderables which are so im ­ 
portant politically. For instance, Castro is a nuisance 
beyond his metes in 1960 because it us an election 
year 
There is no telling what such a man will do, 
particularly if he gets hold of a Mig. 
No present 
calculations about the November election can exclude 
Castro. 
Baruch was talking about the stock market, the 
up« and downs of which rarely prove anything 
But 
the sam e is true of any isolated factors which in 
themselves may be startling but not conclusive 
Sput­ 
nik scared a great many Americans livid 
Some of 
them even began to study Russian, perhaps to be able 
to say. “ Good morning!" to their conquerors Actually. 
we have done as well as the Russians have in this 
particular race. It is not very important whether we 
or they are ahead. 
Sooner or later, every country 
will manufacture bombs, mussiles. rockets and other 
m eans of devastation and then halt to realize that 
thus far, all these weapons exist and have not been 
used 
Talk is still the principal weapon of diplomacy 
and w ar. 
The signs of the times are hard to discern 
When 
President Eisenhower says that Latin American-United 
States relations are at their peak, does he mean that 
they are about to deteriorate'’ These figures of speech 
rarely apply to international relatioa5 
Certainly our 
relations with Latin America cannot be so good, if the 
President has to rub tear gas out of his eyes during 
a triumphal procession of friendship. 
Or to put it another way. let us quote again from 
Baruch's 1955 statement: 
"This distinction between the thermometer and 
the fever is a crucial one 
We face one kind of prob­ 
lem if the thermometer is not working properly 
But 
outward symptoms should not be mistaken for funda­ 
mental causes The thermom eter should not be blamed 
for reflecting a1! the uncertainties of a world which is 
neither at war nor at peace or of the effects of the 
actions taken by different business managements or 
of the inflationary policies which have been pursued 
for so long *’ 


The times are uncertain and the results of 
policies are unrertain, 
Our government ought to 
speak honestly to our people and tell them where 
we have made the three or four mistakes that 
have got us Into trouble. 
For we are in trouble 
Latin America is too important for us to p a s s 
with the flip of a press agent's fingers. We are 
going through a classical inflationary period which 
has been Riming faster year by year since about 
1948 and is now accelerated to a high speed. 


One characteristic of the second stage of an infla­ 
tion. that is. the stage when the capitalist begins to 
look for cover, is that there is a shift of investments 
in stocks to wild speculation in real estate 
This al­ 
ways happens because when speculators regard them-" 
selves as too spread out, they try to cover by what 
they 
believe is a safer although leas spectacular 
investment. 
The third phase is when the very wise 
m an deserts the stock m arket and the real estate 
speculation to make himself, as he calls it. liquid. 
That i*. he holds on to cash in the hope of picking

Frequently they are the balance 
of power in m ayor's races and 
local races of all kinds The Ne­ 
groes in Georgia do vote in very 
substantial 
numbers. 
In 
some 
counties in Georgia we have a 
greater 
percentage of Negroes 
registered than we have of the 
white population. In three coun­ 
ties in Georgia we have more Ne­ 
groes registered and voting than 
there are white people. . . . 
"All citizens who are qualified 
have been encouraged to vote We 
can't help it if 
some 
citizens 
don t exercise that right My col­ 
league Senator Russell, inserted 
in the Congressional Record this 
past week a statement by the 
leader of the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People in Cleveland were 
registered 
and of that 25 or 26 
ored People in Cleveland, Ohio. 
u hich stated that only 25 per cent

of the Negroes in Cleveland were 
per cent only about 25 or 26 per 
cent of them voted. 
Now, we 
have a much higher percentage 
than that who are registered in

Rights 
Commission, 
there were 22 Georgia counties 
where less than five per cent of 
the Negro population believed to

remedies, and added: 


“ First, any citizen who thinks 
that he is being illegally depriv­ 
ed of the vote can go into the 
federal court, he can get an in­ 
junction. he can recover dam ­ 
ages against the registrar. 
"Second, there is a criminal 
law. He «the re g istra r1 can be 
indicted, he can be convicted and 
sentenced to the Federal Peni­ 
tentiary and fined, And. thirdly, 


there is the Civil Rights Act of 
1957 that authorizes this group 
to have the Attorney General of 
the United States of America file 
a suit in the nam e of the United 
States of America as their tax- 
paid private lawyer 
to enforce 
their rights. Now, if those rem e­ 
dies aren't .sufficient, there are 
no laws on the face of the earth

There are proposals before Con­ 
gress to change this 
It is argued that Washington 
juries, faced with the certainty 
of levying the death penalty, are 
reluctant to convict persons of 
first degree m urder

The move in Congress is not

outlaw 
the 
death 
penalty 
completely, 
but 
would 
give Washington judges the right 
to impose a life sentence rather 


than the death penalty. 
Washington laws are made by 
the Congress, rather than by any 
local 
authority. 
Most 
states 
now grant judges and lunes flexi­ 
bility in the levying of punish­ 
ment for capital crimes 
Congressional advocates of the 
change argue that, if Washing­ 
ton had local elections and made 
its own local statutes, this change 
would have been brought about 
years ago.
